In- 
tereating reports were also made by the 
Jail and Honae of Kefuge Committeea 
The reporta ahowed that the reapective 
ooafcrences of St. Vincent de Paul were 
i—MilBg in maaibafahip.

The Very Rev. Father Deppen was 
called upon and made an impromptu 
address that waa well received by the 
Viacentiant.

Father Deppen remiude l those preaent 
that five years hence the diocese of Louis- 
ville would celebrate its one hundredth 
anniveraary or centennial jubilee. He 
urged the members of the society to 
b^gia aow to make preparations for that 
"gmi mat, a> ttat ehaalha tiaw^aUed 
rooad Oa CatboUcs of this eity would 
OMiha a cradUable abowiog. 

Tbia diocese waa originally eetabUahed 
at Bardstown on April 8, 1808. The first 
Biabop was the Right Rev. Benedict 
Joseph Flaget, D. D., who waa conae- 
crated on November 4, 1810. On Auguat 
16, 181U, the Right Rev. John "B. David 
was made Coadjutor Bishop of the dio- 
«Ma, The Right Rev. Gay Ignatina 
Ghabnt was ouide Coadjator Biabop on 
Jdy 10, 18S4. Ia IMl tba ae«t of the 
diooaaa waa ra aw rad to Loniafinti The 
Kight ReY. Mattfai John Spalding waa 
aude Coadjator Bhhop, with the right of 
succession on September 10, 1848. On 
June II, 18ti4, he was made Archbishop 
of Baltimore. He was succeeded by the 
Right Rev. Peter Joseph Lavialle, who 
waa consecrated Bishop on September M, 
1866. The Right Rev. William George 
McCloekey, D. D., was consecrated 
BiAop of I/NriavUla OB Hay M. IMS. 

Father Deppeo dcplotad the ftet that 
I/mlsviUe had not been made an archdio- 
cese long ago. He spoken of the greater 
scope for work in this event and hoped 
to aee the time that this would be known 
as the archdiocese of Louiaville. 

Father Deppen's words were earnest 
and sppealed to avaiT aMmbar of the 
aodaty.

BIRDS OP A PBATHBR. 
Bbda of A fditlMr wiU ilodc to- 
gether. Tbuy mey «t timw seem 
far apart, antagonistic In their 

aims, declarations and efforts, but 
they come together finally. This 
U being ffloatratdl ia what aoiM 
inaiaton terming the "irrepressible 
conflict of capital and labor." 
Even in this kind eventually finds 
and minglea with kind. Agitation 
separates the gold and the dross, 
and concentrates each respectively. 
The years of contest, of nntual 
dcntmdation. contention, lodkonts, 
strikes, aggression and resistance, 
more or less disastrous to botb, has 
resulted in the uniting of the aen- 
dUe. honorable and fair caj^talUta 
and laborers in the one party, and 
the obdurate, unjust and dishonor- 
able capitaliala and laborcra (real 
or profeaied) in another. The 
lines are already becoming dis- 
tinctly drawn, at least in the 
United Statea. The firtt have 
learned to respect the just rights of 
each other, to see that their inter- 
ests are mutual, that injury to one 
injorea both, that benefit to one 
benefita all, and on this basis, by 
conference, concession and arbitra- 
tion, adjust differences without loss 
or dlatorbanoe of trade and peace, 
with the result that both are pros- 
pering as never befwe in the 
world's history. Theaecond, follow- 
ing the old rale of. antagoniam, 
contention and hate, are united 
only on one point — opposition and 
condemnation of the firat class. 

Thoa the leading indtntrial. 
transportation and commercial capi- 
talists and legitimate labor unions 
are united in the Civic Federation 
to further conciliation, oonceadon 
and arbitration on the basis of re- 
q>ect for just rights, honesty and 
fairness. Arrayed againat theae 
are thoae maonfactncera (the Man- 
ufacturers' Association) refusing 
to accord to labor any right except 
to work on audi teAaa, conditiona 
and pay as the employer dictates, 
and the irreconcilables, anarchists 
and their ilk (Uerr Most, for in- 
■tance) condemning eadi other, 
bnt naturally unanimous in de- 
nouncing the Civic Federation and 
its adherents and followers. 

Funny, but it ia a feet. Only 
recently the Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation, in session in New Orleans, 
applauded President Parry's de- 
nunciation of organized labor, ridi* 
cule of the Civic Federation, the 
Anthracite Strike Commission, the 
farce of arbitration, and solemnly 
indorsed hia warning to the Ameri- 
can people of the menace of organ- 
ized labor to the lives, propertv 
lit>erty and very existence o* 
American OoverBBient an<^ 
President Parry mp'f not have 
heard the only cd-o to his utter- 
ance, but in J«ew York, Herr John 
Most, th*»- recognized mouthpiece of 
aniMChy in this country, just re- 
leated from the workhouse, is wel- 
comed aa a martyr and hero <d 
liberty by hia alien disciples. In 
his response to their greetings he 
reiterated to the minutest detail the 
sentiments of Parry'a addreaa and 
the declaration of principles of the 
Manufacturers' Association. Thus 
these birds of (dark) feather come 
together. Parry ai|d MoM, though 
professedly deadly anUgonistic to 
each other, are really united on the 
one chief essential to the safety of 
life, property, liberty and the per 
petuation of the government and 
nation— the suppression and obliter- 
ation of labor union*. 

Now that theae two obstinate, 
unprogressive devotees to funda- 
mental principles of liberty have 
reached a common ground on 
which both can stand, no one will 



envy their closer relations, uniting 
and agreeing to practice their pecu- 
liar ideas on each other exclusively, 
with a numopoly of all the aoeraing 
benefits. The thousands of manu- 
facturers and millions of working- 
men who prefer the new way of 
conciliation and arbitratinn are so 
egotistical as to believe that a 
merging of Parry and Most, a close 
and exclusive combine, might be a 
good riddance of bad rubbish for 
the whole country. They are will- 
ing to risk it, anyhow. 



A FLASH IN THE PAN. 



England Is again trying to alarm 
the world against Russian aggres- 
rion aad ita menace to trade inter- 
eata of all nationa. The Bngliah 
press clamor for earnest protest 
and naval demonstrations to protect 
Britiah privilegea in the Beat by 
urging China to refnae the Ruaaian 
proposition which gives more con- 
trol over Manchuria to the exclu- 
aion of other nationa. Somehow 
England's warning does not seem to 
be heeded, nor her threats feared 
as heretofore, except by her ally 
Japan. Indeed ahe waa not con- 
sulted, nor Is she considered by 
Russia, France and China, the 
parties to the lianahnrian iaaue. 
Other gomnmenta do not aeem to 
believe their interests threatened, 
whatever danger may betide British 
interests and privileges. Each of 
them, Germany included, aecms 
content to look out for itself. 

When Japan, at the instigation 
and with the aecret aid of England, 
defeated China in war. for whidi an 
indemnity was levied, China having 
no money, was forced to borrow, In- 
stead of borrowing from England, 
as was intended, China accepted 
the offer of the loan from Russia, 
which borrowed the sum from 
F^nce, giving oeaaiona and control 
of Manchuria as collateral till the 
debt should be paid. Thus Russia 
and France acquired what England 
designed to acquire co ntr ol ot 
Chinese territory — as the result of 
China's reverse in the war with 
Japan. Against the consummation 
of thia deal ^gland proteated and 
threatened war, but to no avail. 

Russia occupied Manchuria, sup- 
pressed revolutions and brigandage; 
took poaeeaeien of aeaporta and 
harbors, fortifying and providing 
facilities for commerce; poshed her 
railroad eztenaiona from her trana- 
Siberian railroad, erecting dcpota, 
barracks, building roads and 
bridges — and also massing troops 
in the province and war veasela in 
the harbora, with proviaiona and 
munitions of war, if needed, to 

roaintain lur :ip;ht of possession.

troubles, with disastrous conae- 
quenc«M|gHMp||||lawnities to 
pay. Mf^^rther impoveriahed 
China, and the Boer war and other 

adversities have rendered England 
less able to oppose Russian aggres- 
sion in the Beat Nationa do not 
hoed her vrotests. but prefer to 
treat direct with China and Russia, 
and China seems anxious to foster 
the friendship of Other nationa even 
against the wishes of England, 
regardless of results to English in- 
terests and privileges. 

PrivU^(ea, eapedaUy Bngliah 
privileges, are no longer recog- 
nized, though England fails to 
realize that her sun has set. She 
will not be aUowed to dictate 
the policy, enjoy the privileges, 
control the trade and mark off the 
map in the far East, as vhe had be- 
come accuatomed to do till 
recently. She is powerless to in- 
duce or force other nations to per- 
mit it, and should her ally, Japan, 
be led to play the cat's paw, Japan 
will be squelched. England de- 

\ 



mands privileges; all other nations 
aak only eqtial and Mr terma for 

the trade of Asia and guarantee of 
equal rights to all. China is will- 
ing to grant this, and Rnaaia to al- 
low it. 

Russia has the army, France the 
money, and both large fleets; Eng- 
land and Japan have the largest 
fleet, but neither have the money. 
Other nations will not interfere 
unless necessary to protect their 
rights and intereata. The lnvcr> 
itable reanlt is too plain. There 
will be no war in the Far East. 
Russia and France, with the con- 
sent of China, will do jnat about 
as they pleaae in ICanchuria. The 
British Hon may growl, Japan may 
bark— no one seems to care if they 
do. Bniiand ia already a aecond- 
rlass power, and will have to atay 
in her daaa. 

Germany's tariff war of exclu- 
sion is not resulting well for Ger- 
many. The abutting ont of Amer- 
ican pork has raised the price of 
meat beyond the reach of the Ger- 
man people, while the production 
and sale of American poric ia not 
affected, the demand continuing 
and the price advancing. Amer- 
ican export trade shows no decrease 
even with the kaaof German trade, 
but Germany's exports to the 
United States for the first three 
months of this year show a decrease 
of 70 per cent, from the aame 
months of last year. The German 
merchants and manufacturers al- 
ready realize which is losing, but 
the agrariana, who control legiala- 
tion in Germany, do not yet feel it, 
but they will— and then, as usual 
with all such moves, they will be 
damorooa for a diange.

The second reading of the Irish land 
bill in the House of Commons will not 
take place before next Wedneaday. 

The King haa definitely expreaaed hia 
wtniugimi toopea the Royal Victoria 
fita^tal, Bclfaat, during his forthcoming 
virit to Ireland. 

At the last tneeting of the Carrick Dis- 
trict Council at Waierford tenders were 
accepted for the erectionof eig^eottagea 
under the laborers' act.

It would be diflScult to express any 
opinion at present as to what may be tht 
recommendations of the Conitnissioners, 
but certainly it looks as if matters were 
brightening up for the erection of a new 
bridge over the Snir at Waterford. 

The DnbUa pablic health department 
now appear confident that they have got 
complete control of the smallpox out- 
break, and are strongly of the opinion 
that it is only a matter of a short period 
until they will have ccMplstely Stamped 
out the diaeaae. 

Coroner Alfred Blake held an inqnest 
at the Cork municipal bnildinga on the 
body of yonng James Sallivan, Lower 
Road, who was found drowned in the 
River Lee, near the Harbor Commiaaion- 
ers' yard.

A very sad bnming fatality occurred in 
Armagh ia Lower Bagliah street, whereby 
Mary BUea MeOaiBaaa, aged four years, 
daughter of Bdwaid McOaiasas, com- 
merdsl trarder. wss scddeBtly bamed 
to death.

Some of the neighbors receive<l a great 
shock on hearing the weird noise, and it 
is the opinion of many that it is the wail 
of a banshee. Two years ago, as stated, 
the place was visited by a force of police, 
aoeooipaBied by a large crowd of people 
from Neasgb to hsar the cries sad In- 
qnire iato the matter, sad sU wsrs sston- 
ished at the unearthly ahrieka. 

At an inquest held at Blanchardstown 
by Coroner Friery into the cause of death 
of a laborer named Patrick Dolan, aged 
forty-five years, who died as a result of 
an explosion of dynamite which he was 
using in blasting stumpa of trees that bad 
been Mown down In the district during 
the recent storm. The jury returned k 
verdict of sccidsBtsI death. Dolsnlesvcs 
a wife and seven children to mourn his 
loss, and' much sympathy is felt for tbem 
in the district. Deceased and John Brophy 
were employed by Col. McCartney Fil- 
gate, at Hillsbrook, Castleknock. Brophy 
brought the dynamite with him in the 
morning, but forgot to bring percussion 
caps to explode it. He went for the caps 
and asked Dolan to soften the dynamite. 
While Dolan was doing thia the dynamite 
must have exploded and killed him. The 
saucepan in which the dynamite was 
being softened waa blown to atoms and 
some of the metal embedded iu a tree. A 
big charge of it went through Dolan 's 
heart, and Dr. CuUen said that death 
muat have been inatantaneons.

TBRI CHifiACTEBISTIC POSTSCRIPT 



Below we give a copy of a letter written 
by Sir John Boyle Roach during the 
troublesome times of Iielsnd in 1794 
Sir Boyle Roach has aa iateraational 
reputation in history as the father of 
"Irish Bulls." This letter is a fair sample 
of his manner of writing and speaking. 
If there was any chance to get in the 
wrong idei at the right time or the right 
phrase in the wrong place. Sir Boyle 
Roach was sure to take advantage of it. 
The following letter, characteristic of Sir 
Boyle, is in the poaseKton of Midisel 
Olsssea, of this d^: 

"Uy Dsae 8nt: HdHag b6w s little 
peace and quietneas I altdown to inform 
yon of the dreadful bustle and confusion 
we are all in from the bloodthirsty rebels, 
most of whom are, thank God, killed 
and dispersed. We are in a pretty mess, 
can get nothing to eat, nor any wine to 
drink except wbiSky; snd when we sit 
down to dlnasr we are obliged to keep 
both hsads srmed. While I write this, I 
hold s swofd la each hnad snd a pistol in 
the other. I eondaded'^^from the begin- 
ning tbat thia wonld be ^e end of it, and 
I aee I was right, for it is not half over 
yet. At present there are such goings OB 
that everything is at a stand still. 

"I should have answered your letter a 
fortnight ago, but I did not receive it 
until this morning. Indeed scarce a mail 
arrives without being robbed. No longer 
ago than yesterday the eoach with the 
mail from Dublin wss lobbed near this 
town. The bags bsd been judiciously 
left behind, for fear of accident, and by 
good luck there was nothing in it but two 
outside passengers who had nothing for 
the thieves to take except their purses 
and watches. 

"Last Thursday notice was given that 
a gang of rebels was advancing here 
under French standard, but they had no 
colors or any drama except hag-pipea. 
iBUtcdiately every man In thia place, in- 
dnding men, women sad children, ran 
out to meet themt We aoon found our 
force much too little. We were too near 
to think of retreating. Death was in 
every face, but at it we went and began 
to be all alive again. Fortunately the 
rebels had no guna but pistols and pikes, 
and as we had plenty ef muskets and 
ammunition we put them all to the 
aword. Not s aoul <tf them escsped, ex- 
cept some of them that were drowned in 
the adjacent bogs, in a short time 
nothing was heard except dlence. Their 
uniforms were all of different colors, but 
mostly green. 

"After the action we went to rummage 
a sort of camp which they had left behind 
them. All we found was a few pikes 
without heads and a bundle of Fenian 
commiisious filled with Irish names. 
Troops SfS BOW stationed all around the 
whole country, wbldi .exactly squsrca 
with my ideas. I hsvs oaly time to add 
that I am in a great bmry. 

"P. S.— If you do not receive this, of 
course it must have been miscarried. 
Therefore I beg you will write and let 
ms kaem— Bia Bovijt Roach.

HOUSBHOLD HINTS. 



Flowers should grow around our 
homca when it is possible to have them, 
if only a few; or even a pot plant, aet on 
one end of the dooratep ia summer, wHl 
sdd a diarm to the home. 

Por a quick cake beat imtil thick four 
eggs; add four tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
half a cupful of flour, a little cinnamon 
and lemon rind; beat well and spread on 
a baking pan; bake in quick oven and 
cut at once. 

The juice of a Ismoa tskea In s cup of 
strong tea, without milk, will often core 
a aick hssdscbe. Aaother excellent 
remedy is two tesspoonfuls of prepsrcd 
powdered charcoal takaa la hslf a tum- 
blerful of cold water. 

Articles of food that are damp or juicy 
should never be left in paper. Paper is 
simply a compound of rags, glue, lime 
and similar subatances, with adda and 
chemicals mixed, sad libca dsmp is unit 
to touch things that are to be eaten. 

Time usually required for cooking 
vegetables: Striug-beaus, beets and 
cabbage, two hours; peas and onions, 
one hour; turnips, three-quarters of an 
hour; potatoes, squash, stewed tomatoes, 
one bill hour; green sweet corn on the 
ear, dght miantss, when cut off, five 
minutes. 

To dssa paint squeese a dsu cloth 
ont of hot water, dip it ia wUtiag sad 

with thia rub the paint till all dirt is 
removed. Rinse well with clean water, 
dry with a soft cloth and polish with a 
chamois leather. Paint cleaned in this 
way looks like new and the white will 
not injure even the most delicate colors. 

It is sometimes diflScult to keep raisins, 
figs and dates away from annoying little 
ants and roachea, but this ia eaaily ac- 
compliabsd by pnttiag them ia paper 
bags that are wdl brnshed over with 
atrong borax water and dried before the 
frait ia put in. The little peato do not 
like the borax and will not gnaw through 
the sack when thus prepared. 

To clean burnt saucepans don't scrape 
them till you have tried every other 
means to remove the burnt pofttoaa 
Fill with cold water and let aoak for 
aevenl hooia. Tbea fill with fresh cold 
water aad add, if yon have them, a 
heaped tatdespooafnl of wood sshea. 
Soda may be used instead, but it is not 
so good. Now place the saucepan on a 
cool part of the stove and let it boil up 
very slowly. When it boils empty the 
water away and scrub with a stiff brush. 
Repeat if necessary.

The Dominicsn Patbert of tbis province 
•re preparing to erect the largest Gothic 
monastery in America. It will be known 
aa the Dominican Honae of Studies and 
will be loested in Washington, In tbe 
immediate oeiglibQnMad o( tbe Catholic 
UniTcraity. The estimated cost is not 
less than |225,000. From those who have 
seen the plans it is learned that tbe Do- 
minican House of Studies will be the 
most beautiful cluster of buildings in that 
section of the national capital. The 
architecture will be of Gothic style. 
Cloisters, qnsdranglea, chapter rooms 
and all other fcstorss of monastic struct- 
ures will be iadnded ia tbis big monas- 
tery. It will have a frootags of 186x220 
feet iu depth. One entire aide will be 
taken up by a church, also built in 
Gothic style. Indiana graystone will be 
the principal building material, which 
while it is useful is also enduring. 

This great monastery will have a triple 
interest for Louisville Cutbolics. In the 
6nit place it will be intimately conoectcd 
with, though not a part of, the great 
Catholic University; aeoondly, the Do- 
minicans have endeared tbesMelves to 
Lodsrllle Catholics, sad vsrtienlarljr to 
Irish-Americans, by their hard and seal- 
ous work here during the last forty years; 
in the third place the work of erecting 
the buildings will t)e done under the 
personal supervision of the Rev. Richard 
J. Meanev, O. P., a Dominican born and 
raise<l in Louisville. 

The building will be pushed to com- 
pletion, and it is deairsd to have it under 
roof «nd ready for oe cBp s ac y by Baster 
Sunday next year, but tbe oonmnnity 
will not move into it until tbe September 
following. All the students and pro- 
fessors of the Dominican Uouse of Stu- 
dies now in St. Joseph's, Ohio, will be 
tiansferrt'd to the new house.
